Lushai Hills, tho strength of the garrision of Assam in its 
relation to Lushai, and the construction of roads in Lushai 
lend end the Chin Hills. 


6. In conclusion, | am to say thet it is not supposed 
that the conference will be eblo to dispose finally of all 
those problams, but thu Governoi-Kane1al-in-Counsil triste 
that they may bs ably to lay down that the outlines of the 
policy to be follouad. A conclusion might thus be arrived 
et on the main points without any very protected discussion; 
and if this ware approve, the details could be worked out 
and eleborsted by the local cfficials.
